Prosecution of Ex-Kaiser 


Sir Gordon Hewart Declares Prepara- 
tions for Trial Continue 

London.—Speaking at. Pontypridd, 
Wales, Sir Gordon Hewart, attorney-| 
gcencral, said the suggestion was +not 
true that there weré any dissensions 
or waverings with reference to the 
coming trial of the former Emperor 
of Germany, 

The law officers, he added, were 
continuing most careful preparations 
for.it. Fifty thousand written state- 
ments with reference to the matter of 
prosecuting criminals for their acts 
during the course of war had been 
examined. From this, the speaker 
said, the audience should appreciate 
the magnitude of the task and ‘not 
be confused by the suggestion that 
the matter was not receiving . the 
closest attention.
